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NURSE’S REPORT 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Eastbrook: 

I herein submit a brief statement of services rendered the 
town of Eastbrook by the Hancock County Health Service from 
February 1, 1943 to February 1, 1944. 

Five visits were made to the Ridge primary and Mill gram- 
mar schools during the school year. During April the usual 
visit was made to promote the Early Diagnosis Campaign for 
the prevention of tuberculosis. Pamphlets and posters were 
distributed through the schools and in public places. The time- 
ly slogan, “Follow the Example of the Armed Forces, Get a 
Chest X-ray,’’ reminded all that to find tuberculosis everyone 
must be X-rayed. 

All children in the school have been seen by the nurse in 
routine visits made. Children were reminded to have defects 
corrected and cooperation offered teachers in getting correc- 
- tions for needy children. 

The work in the schools has been much the same as pre- 
vious years, the routine weighing and measuring, the Snellen’s 
test for vision, the Whisper test for hearing, inspection of 
teeth, throat, for postural defects, the skin for rashes and 
sores, for personal cleanliness. The annual physical inspection 
was given the Ridge primary and the Mill grammar on De- 
cember 7. Conditions were discussed and suggestions made to 
remedy those conditions: Following is the result of the in- 
spection: Defective vision, 2; decayed teeth, 15; decay of per- 
manent teeth, 4; abnormal throats, 3; obstruction of nose, 2; 
underweight, 2; overweight, 1; swollen glands, 2: unclean 
scalp, 1. 

Of the 31 pupils inspected, 25 were found to have defects. 
Six were eligible to qualify for the Seven-Point Child Certifi- 
cate. Since previous inspections there have been two dental 
and two tonsil and adenoid cases corrected. Some home visits 
were made to discuss needed corrections with parents. 

The service rendered the towns of Hancock county is fi- 
_nanced through the sale of Christmas Seals and by town ap- 
propriations. We wish to express our sincere thanks and ap- 
preciation to all.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Today as never before here on the home front the ability to 
safeguard personal and family health is one of our most vital 
contributions to the war effort. 


Because Eastbrook is fortunate in having a nurse employed 
by another agency to do health work in the schools, my part 
of the public health program has been directed primarily to 
the maternal, infant and pre-school work. 


Public health nursing is concerned with the individual, his 
family and the community. In our health supervision work 
“we keep this in mind. Twenty-nine home visits were made to 
infants and pre-school children. 


In June Eastbrook and Waltham combined in organizing a 
local health committee. The Eastbrook members consisted of 
Mrs. Vernon Haslam and Mrs. Leland Merchant. This com- 
‘mittee sponsored and assisted at the Child Health Conference 
-held in June. Eleven infant and pre-school children from 
“Eastbrook attended. Four diphtheria immunizations were 
given. 

I wish to express my Sincere appreciation to the health 
committee and community in general for the splendid co- 
operation I have received. With cooperative efforts we can 
Jook forward to a healthier and happier future.

AUDITOR’S REPORT

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Eastbrook: 

In accordance with the request of your municipal officers, 
we have completed an examination of the accounts of your 
town officials for the municipal year ended March 2, 1943. 

Our report, herewith submitted, was prepared from your 
town records, and to the best of our knowledge and_ belief, 
properly reflects the true financial condition of your munici- 
pality of that date; subject, however, to a probable shrinkage 
in the final settlement of unpaid taxes, tax liens and tax ac- 
quired property. 


Comments 
Cash: 

An examination was made of all receipts as recorded and 
same ‘were found to have been deposited currently in the 
bank. 

Expenditures were made by check, supported by authorized 
warrants and invoices on file.. 

The cash balance was reconciled with the bank. 

Taxes: 

The 1942 tax commitment was found to be in agreement 
with the assessors’ records. The balance due from the col- 
lector on this commitment is supported by a list of unpaid 
taxes taken from his records. 

Trust Funds: 

An examination was made of the savings pass books cover- 
ing trust fund investments. 

The Ministerial School fund has not been invested in ac- 
cordance with the law relating to Trust Funds. We recom- 
mend that the town comply with chapter 5 of the Revised 
Statutes as amended by chapter 174 of the Public Laws of 1941. 
General: 

A partial check was made of paid bills and payrolls and as 
far as our examination went, all appeared to be proper charges 
and correctly recorded. 

With the exception of cash and trust funds, no external 
verification was made of your asset or liability accounts.
